“ I think there is no doubt that 
it has lost strength in Latin 
America,” Rusk said in an ABC 
television interview. 
Rusk, who last visited South 
American in 1962, said there 
are indications Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro now “ re­ 
alizes that his type of activity 
cannot succeed.” 
He said Castro is perhaps less 
active now than before. And in 
some Latin-American countries 
the voters have rejected Castro 
as a solution to their problems, 
he said, adding; 
“ I think that undoubtedly the 
situation in the hemisphere is 
stronger today from that point 
of view than it was a year or 
two ago.” 
Husk was to present the U.S.

Drinking Scandal Figure 
Arrested In Dope Case

DARIEN, Conn., (AP) — Nine 
young persons, including Mi­ 
chael J. Smith, a key figure in a 
teen-age drinking scandal that 
shook this fashionable city a 
year ago, are free on bond to­ 
day on narcotics charges. 
Smith, 20, and eight friends 
were arrested yesterday in a pre­ 
dawn police raid on Smith’s 
apartment. Eight were charged 
with violating the state narcot­ 
ics act, and freed on bonds of 
$3,000 to $5,000. 
The other, a 15-vear-old girl 
who.se name was withheld, was 
released in custody of her par­ 
ents and will be referred to 
juvenile authorities. 
Police said a “quantity of a 
substance believed to be mari­ 
juana’’ was found in the apart­ 
ment shared by Smith and Jack 
White, 19, 
Thirteen 
months 
ago, 
four 
socially prominent Darien cou­ 
ples and several other adults 
were arrested on charges of 
serving liquor to minors at pri 
vate parties. 
The charges resulted from 
reported drinking at coming 
out parties for two debutantes 
and the death of an Eastern 
Air Lines executive’s daughter, 
Nancy Hitchings, 17, in an auto­ 
mobile accident after the par­ 
ties. 
Smith was convicted of negli­ 
gent homicide in the death of 
Miss Hitchings. He has an ap­ 
peal pending. 
During Smith’s trial. Circuit 
Judge Rodney S. Eielson or­ 
dered the arrests of the adults 
involved in the parties. 


A psychiatrist and his wife, 
Dr. and Mrs. George Hughes, 
appealed to the State Supreme 
Court their $500 fines on the 
charge of serving liquor to mi­ 
nors. The court declined to re­ 
view their cases. 
The others convicted did not 
peal. Charges against five of 
the 13, including two caterers 
and 
a 
bartender, 
eventually 
were dropped. 
Acting Police Chief Hugh Mc­ 
Manus declined to say how yes­ 
terday’s raid took place, except 
to say that the officers had 
search warrants, and that the 
raid was “a planned affair.” 
Among those arrested was 
Glenn Carter, 20, of neighboring 
New Canaan. Carter had testi­ 
fied as a prosecution witness in 
Smith’s trial last year. 
Carter said that he and some 
friends were visiting Smith and 
White. He said none of the six 
boys or three girls present had 
marihuana on his person, as far 
as he knew.

ter group” from the rest of the 


Republican party. He appealed 
to the delegates to approve the 
amendment and bring UROC’s 
views more in line with the rest 
of the Republican party of Cali­ 
fornia.

Carlos, also appealed to the 
delegates to “ stop trying to sep­

Hydronephrosis Lectures 
From Yugoslavia To Iraq

A chapter on hydronephrosis I 
proved the magic carpet that 
whisked a San Rafael doctor j 
(at his own expense) to Yugo- i 
slavia and the Mid-East. 


, And if the magic carpet need­ 
ed the help of jet planes to get1 
him there, it turned into a plush 
red carpet to welcome him at 
such unlikely sounding places 
. as Novi Sad, Yugoslavia, and i 
Beirut, Lebanon. 


The chapter is entitled ‘‘Sur­ 
gical Corretcion 
of Hydrone­ 
phrosis” and appeared in the i 
second 
edition 
of 
‘‘Campbell, 
Urology,” which is to urologists 
something like Blackstone used 
to be to lawyers. 


It was written by Dr. William 
R. Smart of 75 Oakmont Avenue. I 
San Rafael. 
As a result of it, he received 
invitations to lecture in Yugo­ 
slavia. Iraq. Egypt and Lebanon 
—■ a tour from which he has 
just returned. 
Dr. Smart regarded the trip 
as a goodwill mission for the 
United States “ to some countries 
where we may not be regarded 
too highly.” The State Depart­ 
ment. however, snubbed his sug­ 
gestion that it might pick up 
part of the expense tab; so Dr. 
Smart went on his own. com­ 
bining lecturing and performing 
operations with a pleasure trip 
for himself and Mrs. Smart, 
who “ celebrated” their 25th wed­ 
ding anniversary 
in the 
air 
someplace between Beirut and 
Bangkok. 
He was impressed not only 
by the warm welcome accorded 
him at every stop, but also by 
the fact that doctors in Iraq, 
Lebanon and Evgpt all speak 
English and write their medical 
papers in English. “ It was only 
in Yugoslavia that 1 needed an 
interpreter.” he reported. 
Hydronephrosis 
m a y 
not 


sound like anything that would 
produce invitations from half­ 
way around the world. It is, I 
however, a very serious and i 
not-uneommon ailment, and one 
which can very often be cor-! 
rected by surgery. 


Dr. Smart describes it a s 1 
“ progressive 
swelling of 
the 
kidney from an obstruction in 
the uretral-pelvic juncture where 
urine passes from the kidney 
to the ureter.” The operations to 
correct it are called pyeloplas- 
ties or ureteropelviolasiies. 


Two of such operations were 
devised by Dr. Fred Folev of 
University of Minnesota, under 
whose tutelage Dr. Smart came 
when a resident at University 
of California Medical Center in 
San Francisco (where he is now 
associate professor). Dr. Smart 
has added five more. 


Each is designed to rearrange 
tissue to open the passage into 
the ureter, thus freeing poisons 
' from the kidney and restoring it 
to 
normal 
functioning.

He demonstrated it with three 
operations each at Alexandria 
and

Iraq; 
Alexandria, Egypt; and Beirut.

• other countries, the doctors un­ 
derstood his English (at Beirut, 
one doctor criticized his Ameri-

Dr. Smart reported. “ About 150 
watched the operations." 


He spoke also to annual meet­ 
ings of medical societies in the i 
four countries (some of which!

The Marin urologist found the j 
best-educated doctors in Yugo-; 
slavia and Lebanon, and the ■ 
finest equipment in Belgrade i 
and at the American University i 
Hospital in Beirut. 
He noted with interest the 
large number of young women 
entering the medical profession 
in the four countries, all of 
which have socialized medicine.

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Holiday Mail 
Tips Given 
By Postmaster 


“Put zip into your Christmas 
mailing and get it away early” 
is the advice of Marin County 
postmasters, expecting another 
bumper crop of mail this year. 
Said Warren 
H. 
Williams, 
San Rafael postmaster, “With 
the cooperation of the public, 
we expect to handle an even 
greater volume of mail with 
less effort than during the 1964 
Christmas rush.” 
He offered this advice to 
mailers: 
L Up-date last year’s address 
list and include zip codes. 
2. Prepare a gift list as soon 
as possible and be sure to have 
enough shipping materials on 
hand. 
3. Use first class postage on 
greeting cards to insure for­ 
warding or returning if unde­ 
livered, 
providing 
a 
return 
address is on the envelope. 
4. 
Be 
sure 
cartons 
are 
packed tightly by filling empty 
spaces with stuffing material. 
Every parcel should have a 
slip enclosed with the name and 
address of 'the sender, the ad­ 
dressee and a list of the con­ 
tents in the event the exterior 
wrapper comes off. 
5. Address all letters, cards 
and packages as dearly as pos­ 
sible and mail early and often, 
instead of at the last minute. 
The use of the zip code, said 
Williams, will speed up the han­ 
dling of Christmas mail. 
Starting Dec. 6, all Marin 
post offices will remain open 
until 5:30 p.m. each night, in­ 
cluding Saturdays.

Hospital's 'Art On Wheels 


The “Art A La Carte,” a lend-1 
Ing library of art work and 
books, has been rolling through 
the halls of Ross General Hos­ 
pital since May of this year. 
The unique service to the pa­ 
tients of Ross Hospital was be- j 
gun by the Ross Hospital Volun-, 
teer Service after hearing of th e ! 
success of similar programs in 
some large Eastern hospitals. 
The cart, which was designed 
by the Ray Winther Co. of South 
San Francisco and built by stu­ 


dents at Redwood High School, 
carries books as well as art 
works and is wheeled from room 
to room by the volunteers. Pa­ 
tients may select from the cart j 
any of the books or framed pic­ 
tures that they wish and the j 
selection is theirs for the length 
of their stay or until they wish 
a change. 
CHOICE IS the basis of the 
art cart program. When a pa­ 
tient selects a picture he likes 
for his hospital room wall, he 


has been given an easy wav to * 
express his individuality and to j 
reflect his personality upon the 
often impersonal surroundings 
of the hospital. The pictures that 
are chosen for the cart are for 
the most part cheerful pictures, 
stimulating but not controver­ 
sial. restful but not dull, pleas­ 
ant in color but not harsh or 
gaudy. 
The subjects are varied to suit 
all tastes, portraits, landscapes, 
seascapes, still lifes, flowers and 


outdoor scenes such as sailing 
and fishing. By checking the 
file that is kept on the cart, the 
volunteers have discovered that 
Marin County patients have a 
preference for seascapes and 
landscapes. The fact that a 
painting is a reproduction of a 
Van Gogh, Cezanne or Gauguin, 
is not as important to a patient 
as visual appeal.

Will 
they like it here?” 
Her heavy coat is buttoned 
closely over a warm skirt and 
sweater against the night air 
and a wool scarf now covers her 
French-twist hairdo as she shep­ 
herds us toward the Soviet capi­ 
tal with the aid of bus and 
driver. 


THE P A N E S ARE streaked 
with a light drizzle which a day 
later will turn into the earliest 
Moscow snow that Russians can 
recall in 20 years. The highway 
is dark after the brightness of 
the modern airport, and only 
after some 15 minutes do the 
lights of small houses and the 
apartment blocks on the out­ 
skirts begin to show. “Drug­ 
store,” “ F r u i t s , Vegetables, 
Milk” reads Russian neon letter­ 
ing on the stores along broad 
avenues, while in the four-story 
apartments above people can be 
glimpsed 
through 
uncurtained 
windows reading, having supper 
or otherwise busy. Some have 
television, which is programmed 
for evening hours and Sunday. 
The traffic is not heavy, but 
steady, largely trucks, busses 
and taxis, with an occasional 
private auto. 
“That is Children’s World, the 
department store just for chil­ 
dren’s things,” points out the 
guide, yet a little shv and tenta­ 
tive although eager to explain 
where we will stay and what 
we’ll do and see in the city that 
has been home for all her 25 
years. (Still, she prefers Lenin­ 
grad, with its more sophisticated 
feeling and beauty.) 


“ Will they like it here?” — A 
good question judging from usual 
accounts by Americans who’ve 
partaken of Soviet tourist hos­ 
pitality. From their writings it 
would seem that many never 
leave their hotels, and their en­ 
tire

USSR is a list of hotel incon­ 
veniences, with special attention 
to negligent elevator service and 
a shortage of sink stoppers.

Or that along with 
the usual deep yellow buildings 
of old Moscow can be seen the 
palaces and eccentric houses of 
the f o r m e r aristocrats and 
wealthy merchant families of 
pre-revolutionary times, as well 
as homes of Chekov, Tolstoy and 
D o s t o e v s k y , and monastery- 
fortresses built for defense in 
the 14th and 15th centuries. Or 
that Muscovites own or borrow 
country cottages to spend the 
warm summer days. 


Perhaps it’s not worth men­ 
tioning that people cross the 
busiest streets through under­ 


ground passages, avoiding ac­ 
cident or need to stop traffic, 
or that Russians may either 
rent or own their homes, which 
their children can inherit, or 
j that they cannot own land but ¡ 
can lease it from the state to 
build a house and make a 
garden. 


And bathtub stoppers can be 
more important than the banks 
• of soft-drink machines copied 
from America that fill glasses ‘ 
with weak fruit “ soda” for 10 
kopecks or the ice cream cones 
vended by white-clad matrons in ¡ 
parks, stores and theaters and | 
handed to you 
with sanitary [ 
tongs.

insignificances: very few dogs in

yard of the old wooden apart­ 
ment houses set up piece by j 
piece by tremendous cranes, a 
reminder that the move from 
farm to city is not peculiar to 
the West.

of them consider male sloppiness 
a downright insult! So do bosses 
and personnel men, incidentally.

agreed. So would Cleopatra — 
she went wild over the scents 
of ^ mint and marjoram, with 
which he anointed himself, in 
accord with the spicy Roman 
custom of the day. It you want 
a less antique precedent, one 
company estimates that some 
$44 million worth of aftershave 
lotions are sold each year in 
the U.S. Interestingly, mascu­ 
line scent preferences seem to 
j have changed little since Marc 
•Antony’s day. Spicy fragrances 
are still classic; old spice is a 
i nationwide favorite. It all seems 
j to show that the he-man, then 
as now, is the fellow who can 
lead women by the nose.

to make a decision and stick 
to it has been deemed a manly 
trait — and its opposite at­ 
tributed (by men, naturally) to 
the female of the species.

Is Dix ie School District’s rela­ 
tiv ely low ex penditure per pupil 
an argum ent against the pro­ 
posed unification of Dix ie and 
San Rafael Elem entary School 
District with San Rafael High 
School District? 


Dix ie Supt. Dennie B. Willis 
think s not. He points out that 
look ing at one set of compari­ 
sons 
does 
not giv e 
the 
full 
picture. 


The two elementary district's 
are almost the same size. Dix ie 


has 4.200 elementary s c h o o l 
pupils, while San Rafael has 
4.500. 


San Rafael howev er, is highest 
in assessed v alue of any elemen­ 
tary school district in the county 
with $20,400 assessed v alue per 
pupil. Dix ie is fourth in assessed 
v alue, with $8.100 per pupil. 


Look ing at these figures, one 
might conclude that unification 
would be of great benefit to the 
Dix ie district because it would 
add to the assessed v alue. 


Howev er, figures prepared by 


County 
Auditor-Controller 
Mi­ 
chael Mitchell for Dix ie dis­ 
trict's finance committee show 
that 
Dix ie 
is 
spending 
only 
$239.84 per pupil in local prop- 
! erty tax es while San Rafael is 
I spending $480.47 . 
Using total ex penditures, with 
I state and federal funds, bond 
issue 
pay ments 
and 
general 
property tax es, the comparison 
is $542.88 per pupil for Dix ie to 
$7 06.60 for San Rafael. 


Willis say s this may be due 
to careful budgeting in part, and 


tight budgeting is a m atter of 
necessity in the Dix ie district. 


“We don't hav e 
any more 
money and that's the reason we 
don't spend any more." he said 
One fact that giv es Dix ie a 
break in ex penses is that the 
district is so new. In 1954 it 
had only 50 pupils. At that time 
there were already 3.000 in the

Unification Question Not 
Answered By Dixie Figures 


By RICHARD LYTTLE 
Is Dixie School District’s rela­ 
tively low expenditure per pupil 
an argument against the pro­ 
posed unification of Dixie and 
San Rafael Elementary School 
District with San Rafael High 
School District? 
Dixie Supt. Dennie B. Willis 
thinks not. He points out that 
looking at one set of compari­ 
sons does not give the full 
picture. 
The two elementary district’s 
are almost the same size. Dixie 


has 4.200 elementary s c h o o l 
pupils, while San Rafael has 
4.500. 


San Rafael however, is highest 
in assessed value of any elemen­ 
tary school district in the county 
with $20,400 assessed value per 
pupil. Dixie is fourth in assessed 
value, with $8,100 per pupil. 
Looking at these figures, one 
might conclude that unification 
would be of great benefit to the 
Dixie district because it would 
add to the assessed value. 
However, figures prepared by 


County 
Auditor-Controller Mi­ 
chael Mitchell for Dixie dis­ 
trict’s finance committee show 
1 that 
Dixie is spending only 
$239.84 per pupil in local prop­ 
erty taxes while San Rafael is 
spending $480.47. 
Using total expenditures, with 
state and federal funds, bond 
issue 
payments 
and 
general 
property taxes, the comparison 
is $542.88 per pupil for Dixie to 
¡ $706.60 for San Rafael. 


Willis says this may be due 
to careful budgeting in part, and 


ngnt budgeting is a matter of 
necessity in the Dixie district. 
“ We don’t have any more 
money and that's the reason we 
don’t spend any more.” he said. 
One fact that gives Dixie a 
break in expenses is that the 
district is so new. In 1954 it 
had only 50 pupils. At that time t 
there were already 3.000 in the 
San Rafael district. 
As a consequence, few of the 
teachers in the Dixie district 
are at the top of the salary 
scale. In San Rafael, more than 
half are at the top of the scale. 
Willis estimated. 
“ We take advantage of this,” j 
he said. 
In time, this advantage will 
vanish, Also, Willis said, any 


discussion of the finances in uni­ 
fication must consider the tax 
rate itself. 
San Rafael Elementary Dis­ 
trict tax, with 25 cents for over­ 
rides and 35.5 cents for bonds, 
comes to a total $2.355 per $100 
of assessed valuation. Dixie’s, 
with 29 cents for over-rides and 
38.5 for bonds, comes to $3.125. 
“ They’ve got the assessed 
value,” Willis said.

Floyd's One Last Chance, But Clay's Solid Favorite

LAS VEGAS, Nev. <AP) - | 
Floyd Patterson, who made fis­ 
tic history several times in his 
erractic career, gets what has 
to be his last chance at boxing’s 
most prized crown 
when he 
takes on heavyweight champion 
Cassius Clay tonight. 
The onetime boy wonder of 
the ring, knocked out by Sonny 
Liston in the first round here ¿1 
months ago, is a 3-1 underdog to 
the

Clay at Convention Center in a 
15-rounder that very few believe 
will go more than a few rounds. 
Patterson, two-time holder of 
the title and the youngest ever

out “The Rabbit” — as he calls 
Patterson — in a few rounds or 
punish him for seven or eight 
before belting him out for the 
count.

St at e Cont roller Alan Cranst on is 
t o be commended f or his public an­ 
nouncement t hat he will not accept 
campaign cont ribut ions f rom st at e in­ 
herit ance t ax appraisers, who are ap­ 
point ed by t he cont roller. 
The syst em of polit ical pat ronage, 
whereby t he st at e cont roller can re­ 
ward f ait hf ul part y workers by nam­ 
ing t hem t o t he lucrat ive inherit ance 
t ax post s, was in ef f ect long belore 
Cranst on ever t hought of seeking t he 
of f ice. 
This pat ronage syst em has always 
provided t he cont roller in oil ice wit h 
a built - in source of campaign support . 
The 151 inherit ance t ax appraisers, 
who owe t heir lucrat ive j obs t o t he 
cont roller, would be nat ural backers 
of t he cont roller in any elect ion. 
Cont roller Cranst on could have sat 
back and t aken f ull advant age of t his 
as a source of campaign f unds. 
This self - imposed ban against cash 
cont ribut ions by his inherit ance t ax 
appraisers does not st op t he appraisers 
f rom helping him in ot her ways during 
polit ical campaigns. Inherit ance t ax 
appraisers, like any ot her cit izens, 
would have t he right t o support and 
work f or any candidat e running f or 
polit ical of f ice. 
This, 
however, does not 
det ract 
f rom t he f act t hat Cranst on's ban on 
cash cont ribut ions by his appoint ees 
const it ut es a pot ent ial sacrif ice on his 
part . 
Cranst on gives t his reason f or t he 


f rom his appraisers: 
‘ i am convinced t hat t he present 
syst em is essent ially t he most ef f icient 
and economical possible f or t he st at e, 
f or t he court s and f or heirs. I am de­ 
t ermined t hat t he syst em should not 
be suscept ible t o unf air at t acks be­ 
cause of excessive discussion about 
campaign cont ribut ions."' 
We have of t en cont ended t hat t he 
syst em it self is conducive t o an abuse 
of power. Through no f ault of Cont rol­ 
ler Cranst on’ s, t he law- allows t he con­ 
t roller t o hand- pick his inherit ance t ax 
appraisers. We st ill believe t he syst em 
should be replaced by some ot her sys­ 
t em t hat does not involve polit ical 
pat ronage. 
On t his point , we disagree wit h t he 
cont roller. But short of a complet e 
change in t he syst em, we must agree 
t hat Cont roller Cranst on is making an 
ef f ort t o eliminat e some of t he doubt s 
t hat have been cast about t he relat ion­ 
ship bet ween t he cont roller and t he 
appraisers. 
Last summer Cranst on suggest ed 
several ref orms of his own including:

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)-Veter­ 
an A. J. Foyt of Houston, Tex., 
won a red-hot duel with 1965 
United States Auto Club cham­ 
pion Mario Andretti yesterday to 
capture the 16th annual Bobby 
Ball Memorial 200 mile auto 
race.

Cranston Is Due Praise 
For Contribution Stand 


State Controller Alan Cranston is 
to be commended for his public an­ 
nouncement that he will not accept 
campaign contributions from state in­ 
heritance tax appraisers, who are ap­ 
pointed by the controller. 
The system of political patronage, 
whereby the state controller can re­ 
ward faithful party workers by nam­ 
ing them to the lucrative inheritance 
tax posts, was in effect long before 
Cranston ever thought of seeking the 
office. 
This patronage system has always 
provided the controller in office with 
a built-in source of campaign support. 
The 151 inheritance tax appraisers, 
who owe their lucrative jobs to the 
controller, would be natural backers 
of the controller in any election. 
Controller Cranston could have sat 
back and taken full advantage of this 
as a source of campaign funds. 
This self-imposed ban against cash 
contributions by his inheritance tax 
appraisers does not stop the appraisers 
from helping him in other ways during 
political campaigns. Inheritance tax 
appraisers, like any other citizens,, 
would have the right to support and 
work for any candidate running for 
political office. 
This, however, does not detract 
from the fact that Cranston's ban on 
cash contributions by his appointees 
constitutes a potential sacrifice on his 
part. 
Cranston gives this reason for the 
ban against receiving contributions 


from his appraisers: 
“I am convinced that the present 
system is essentially the most efficient 
and economical possible for the state, 
for the courts and for heirs. 1 am de­ 
termined that the system should not 
be susceptible to unfair attacks be­ 
cause of excessive discussion about 
campaign contributions.” 
We have often contended that the 
system itself is conducive to an abuse 
of power. Through no fault of Control­ 
ler Cranston’s, the law allows the con­ 
troller to hand-pick his inheritance tax 
appraisers. We still believe the system 
should be replaced by some other sys­ 
tem that, does not involve political 
patronage. 
On this point, we disagree with the 
controller. But short of a complete 
change in the system, we must agree 
that Controller Cranston is making an 
effort to eliminate some of the doubts 
that have been cast about the relation­ 
ship between the controller and the 
appraisers. 
Last summer Cranston suggested 
several reforms of his own including: 
(1) giving local probate courts the final 
say on inheritance tax appointments, 
nominated by the controller, and (2) 
establishing some minimum qualifica­ 
tions for the appraisers. 
And now comes his ban on contri­ 
butions by appraisers. 
You’ve got to hand it to Cranston 
for trying to clean up a system that 
can be used and abused to full political 
advantage.

WASHINGTON — Labor is 
scared of computerized auto­ 
mation.. 
This fear must be dealt with 
constructively if the vast bene­ 
fits of automation are not to 
be lost. 
Donald Michael, a leading 
social psychologist, estimates 
that workers displaced by com­ 
puter automation “ will prob­ 
ably change their skills no less 
than three times in the course 
of their active lives.” This is 
an ominous warning. 
Joseph Beirne, president of 
the Communications Workers 
of America, puts labor’s most 
e x t r e m e anxiety in these 
words: 
“ Automation 
is 
the 
science 
of 
making 
workers 
unnecessary.” 


THIS IS AN exaggeration, 
but it has elements of truth. 
And there’s this: Automated 
plants tend to be strikeproof. 
Example — union employees 
struck 
the 
automated 
Shell 
refinery in Deer Park. 'Tex., 
for nearly a year. Production 
was maintained at 80 per cent 
of normal, with all the union 
work 
done 
by 
supervisors. 
Even higher production was 
possible. 
A handful of executives can 
frequently keep a plant going 
and this underscores the union 
premise that, if an effective 
strike cannot be mounted, an 
effective bargain cannot be 
made at the negotiating table.

cybernated industry, working 
conditions change. The possi­ 
bility of three-shift operations 
grows; chances for promotion 
are less since there are fewer 
supervisory levels to which to 
aspire. The work itself tends 
to be more monotonous and 
less sociable, and tends also to 
make management less patient 
with what it deems bad labor 
practices.

One of the most telling fac­ 
tors obviously is that employ­ 
ers expect savings of such 
magnitude as to pay for the 
automatic equipment in less 
than five years. Recent tax 
changes offer added incentives 
to industry to move toward 
automation.

Do cooking fuels create dirt? 
There is no significant difference 
in the cleanliness of cooking 
fuels.

The dirt which accumu­ 
lates on kitchen walls, ceilings 
and curtains is the residue of 
grease-laden steam which es­ 
capes from uncovered skillets or 
pans.

“Put tip into your Christmas 
mailing arid get it away early" 
is tht advice of Marin County 
postmasters, expecting another 
bumper crop of mail this year.

San ftafael postmaster, “With 
the cooperation of the public, 
we expect to handle an even 
greater volume of mail with 
less effort than during the 1964 
Christmas rush." 
He offered this advice to 
mailers: 
1. Up-date last year's address 
list and include zip codes. 
t. Prepare a gift list as soon 
as possible and be sure to have 
enough shipping materials on 
hand. 
3. Use first class postage on 
greeting cards to insure for­ 
warding or returning if unde­ 
livered, 
providing 
a 
return 
address is on the envelope. 
4. 
Be 
sure 
cartons 
are 
packed tightly by filling empty 
spaces with stuffing material. 
Every parcel should have a 
slip enclosed with the name and 
address of the sender, the ad­ 
dressee and a list of the con­ 
tents In the event the exterior 
wrapper comes off. 
5. Address all letters, cards 
and packages as clearly as pos­ 
sible and mail early and often, 
instead of at the last minute. 
The use of the zip code, said 
Williams, will speed up the han­ 
dling of Christmas mail. 
Starting Dec. 6. all Marin 
post offices will remain open 
until 5:30 p.m. each night, in­ 
cluding Saturdays.

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SEEING THE SOVIET 
Glimpse Presents Realities 


Of Everyday Life In Moscow 


First of a series of articles 
on 
a 
just - completed 
trip 
throngh Russia and India.

“ Are you the Americans?”— ! 
one is greeted almost shyly at 
the Moscow airport by a pert 
young woman in a camel-colored 
coat who explains that she is to 
be the guide. 


“ I wondered then. ‘What w ill; 
they be like, my Americans’ ” 1 
she is to confess to us weeks 
later. “What will they look like, J 
what will they want to do? Will 
they like it here?” 


Her heavy coat is buttoned 
closely over a warm skirt and 
sweater against the night a ir | 
and a wool scarf now covers her 
French-twist hairdo as she shep-; 
herds us toward the Soviet capi- j 
tal with the aid of bus and 
driver. 


THE P A N E S ARE streaked 
with a light drizzle which a day 
later will turn into the earliest 
Moscow snow that Russians can 
recall in 20 years. The highway 
is dark after the brightness of 
the modem airport, and only 
after some 15 minutes do the 
lights of small houses and the 
apartment blocks on the out­ 
skirts begin to show. “Drug­ 
store,” “ F r u i t s , Vegetables, 
Milk” reads Russian neon letter­ 
ing on the stores along broad 
avenues, while in the four-story 
apartments above people can be 
glimpsed 
through 
uncurtained 
windows reading, having supper 
or otherwise busy. Some have 
television, which is programmed 
for evening hours and Sunday. 
The traffic is not heavy, but 
steady, largely (rucks, busses 
and taxis, with an occasional 
private auto. 


“That is Children's World, the 
department store just for chil­ 
dren’s things,” points out the 
guide, yet a little shy and tenta­ 
tive although eager to explain 
where we will stay and what 
we’ll do and see in the city that 
has been home for all her 25 
years. (Still, she prefers Lenin­ 
grad, with its more sophisticated 
feeling and beauty.) 


“ Will they like it here?” - A 
good question judging from usual 
accounts by Americans who’ve 
partaken of Soviet tourist hos­ 
pitality. From their writings it 
would seem that many never 
leave their hotels, and their en­ 
tire 
description 
of 
the 
vast 
USSR is a list of hotel incon­ 
veniences, with special attention 
to negligent elevator service and 
a shortage 
of 
sink 
stoppers. 


Others extend themselves to con­ 
demn food and government, and 
end 
there, 
apparently 
seeing 
nothing else noteworthy, leaving 
one to wonder what land, people 
and buildings really look like, 
or are they considered simply 
propaganda? 


NOWHERE DO THEY men -j 
tion 
that 
Moscow 
skies 
are I 
sometimes blue and the sum- j 
rners hot. or that flowers bloom j 
in every planted area and are 
popular 
sale 
items 
at 
state- 
operated 
sidewalk 
kiosks. 
Or 
that the seat of the government 
where the Supreme Soviet meets 
is the former Nicholas Palace 
built in 1755 inside the Kremlin 
walls, a yellow building with 
bright green roof topped by the 
red state flag. Or that along with 
the usual deep yellow buildings 
of old Moscow can be seen the 
palaces and eccentric houses of 
the 
f o r m e r aristocrats 
and 
wealthy merchant families of 
pre-revolutionary times, as well 
as homes of Chekov, Tolstoy and 
D o s t o e v s k y , and monastery- 
fortresses built for defense in 
the 14th and 15th centuries. Or 
that Muscovites own or borrow 
country cottages to spend the 
warm summer days. 


Perhaps it's not worth men- 
j tioning that people cross the 
busiest streets through under­ 


ground passages, avoiding ac­ 
cident or need to stop traffic, ; 
or that Russians may either i 
rent or own their homes, which 
their children can inherit, or 
that they cannot own land but , 
can lease it from the state to 
build a house and make a 
garden. 


And bathtub stoppers can be 
more important than the banks 
of soft-drink machines copied 
from America that fill glasses 
with weak fruit “ soda” for 10 
kopecks or the ice cream cones! 
vended by white-clad matrons in j 
parks, stores and theaters and; 
handed to you 
with 
sanitary | 
tongs. 


And there are other everyday 
insignificances: very few dogs in j 
sight 
but 
an 
occasional 
cat | 
makes its way through the court­ 
yard of the old wooden apart­ 


ment houses set up piece by 


piece by tremendous cranes, a 


reminder that the move from 


farm to city is not peculiar to 


the West.

warning — otherwise it’s a fine 
and report to superior, (but not 
Siberia). Shopping for food in 
long lines is a daily tedium so 
more glassed-in kiosks on side­ 
walks sell fruits and vegetables, 
cabbages from vast bins, while 
others dispense books, flowers, 
magazines or Pravda. Izvestia 
and Krokodile. the humor publi­ 
cation. A variety of Russian 
books are on sale along the side­ 
walks from bookmobiles and In 
special stores, and business is 
brisk. 


Streets have nearly no litter 
and very little paper seems 
available as wrappers to make 
litter anyway, although the old 
women with brooms scratch 
up a few things for their ref­ 
use cans in their daily work 


along walkways. Each shopper 
nets his purchases unwrapped 
in a string bag, and in season 
you can find where oranges 
are sold by following the bags 
"‘upstream** along the side­ 
walk to the source. Fruit and 
flowers are highly treasured 
In the land of long winters.. . . 


Popular riverboat cafes float 
on the Moscow river, and hydro­ 
foils zoom over the surface 
there as well as on the Neva 
in Leningrad and along the 
Dnieper from Kiev. Ski jumps 
arc found within the city, and 
boys and young men eagerly 
climb the high ladder of the one 
in the park near Moscow Uni­ 
versity to practice even with­ 
out snow. A tremendous cir­ 
cular swimming pool is heated 
the year around for outdoor 
splashing, and hardy young men 
can be seen stroking along while 
it’s snowing, the steam swirling 
up around them in the icy air. 


“Will they like it?“ wonder 
the Russians, who've never 
seen any country but their 
own. 


“ You only see what they want 
you to." comments the typical 
cynic here at home in Amenca.

Teen-Agers, Problems Just 


About Same World Over 


By PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Many 
American teen • agers. asked to 
explain their pursuit of plea­ 
sure via drinking bouts and sex­ 
ual experimentation, most often 
blame the bomb. 
The reasoning: Enjoy today 
because tomorrow might not 
come. 
The threat of nuclear 
war, according to studies by 
sociologists, gives the teen-agers 
their biggest worry. 


But what about teen-agers 
the world over? What do they 
worry about? 


The question was put to 70 of 
them from 40 nations at the 
Girl Scout Senior Round-up in 
Farragut, Idaho. 
Strangely, very few said they 
worried about the bomb, mark­ 
ing the most significant differ­ 
ence between their worries and 
those of contemporary Ameri­ 
can teen-agers.

Unification Question Not 
Answered By Dixie Figures 


By RICHARD LYTTLK 
Is Dixie School District's rela­ 
tively low expenditure per pupil 
an argument against the pro­ 
posed unification of Dixie and 
San Rafael Elementary School 
District with San Ratael High 
School District? 
Dixie Supt. Denme B. Willis 
thinks not. He points out that 
looking at one set of compari­ 
sons does not give the full 
picture. 
The two elementary district's 
are almost the same size. Dixie 


has 4.200 elementary s chool 
pupils, while San Rafael has 
1.500. 


San Rafael however, is highest 
in assessed value of any elemen­ 
tary school district in the county 
with $20,400 assessed value per 
pupil. Dixie is fourth in assessed 
value, with $8,100 per pupil. 
Looking at these figures, one 
might conclude that unification 
would be of great benefit to the 
Dixie district because it would 
add to the assessed value. 
However, figures prepared by 


County 
Auditor-Controller Mi­ 
chael Mitchell for Dixie dis­ 
trict’s finance committee show 
that 
Dixie is spending only 
$239 84 per pupil in local prop­ 
erty taxes while San Rafael is 
spending $480.47. 
Using total expenditures, with 
state and federal funds, bond 
issue 
payments and 
general 
property taxes, the comparison 
is $542.88 per pupil for Dixie to 
$706 80 for San Rafael. 


Willis says this may be due 
to careful budgeting in part, and 


tight budgeting is a matter of 
necessity in the Dixie district 
“ We don’t have any more 
money and that's the reason wo 
don't spend any more." hr said 
One fact that gives Dixie a 
break in expenses i<; that the 
district is so new. In 1954 it 
had only 50 pupils. At that time 
there were already 3.000 in the 
San Rafael district. 
As a consequence, few of the 
teachers in the Dixie district 
are at the top of the salary 
scale. In San Rafael, more than 
: half are at the top of the scale. 
Willis estimated. 
“ We take advantage of this.” 
he said 
In time, this advantage will 
vanish. Also. Willis said, anv

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Cranston Is Due Praise 
For Contribution Stand 


State Controller Alan Cranston is 
to be commended for his public an­ 
nouncement that he will not accept 
campaign contributions from state in­ 
heritance tax appraisers, who are ap­ 
pointed by the controller. 
The system of political patronage, 
whereby the state controller can re­ 
ward faithful party workers by nam­ 
ing them to the lucrative inheritance 
tax posts, was in effect long before 
Cranston ever thought of seeking the 
ol i ice. 
This patronage system has always 
provided the controller in office with 
a built-in source of campaign support. 
The 151 inheritance tax appraisers, 
who owe their lucrative jobs to the 
controller, would be natural backers 
of the controller in any election. 
Controller Cranston could have sat 
back and taken full advantage of this 
as a source of campaign funds. 
This self-imposed ban against cash 
contributions by his inheritance tax 
appraisers does not stop the appraisers 
from helping him in other ways during 
political campaigns. 
Inheritance tax 
appraisers, like any other citizens, 
would have the right to support and 
work for any candidate running for 
political office. 
This, 
however, 
does 
not 
detract 
from the fact that Cranston's ban 011 
cash contributions by his appointees 
constitutes a potential sacrifice on his 
part. 
Cranston gives this reason for the 


from his appraisers: 
“ I am convinced that the present 
system is essentially the most efficient 
and economical possible for the state, 
tor the courts and for heirs. I am d e­ 
termined that the system should not 
be susceptible to unfair attacks be­ 
cause ol excessive discussion about 
campaign contributions.'' 
W e have often contended that the 
system itself is conducive to an abuse 
of power. Through no fault of Control­ 
ler Cranston’s, the law allows the con­ 
troller to hand-pick his inheritance tax 
appraisers. We still believe the system 
should be replaced by some other sys­ 
tem that does not involve political 
patronage. 
On this point, we disagree with the 
controller. But short of a complete 
change 111 the system, we must agree 
that Controller Cranston is making an 
effort to eliminate some of the doubts 
that have been cast about the relation­ 
ship between the controller and the 
appraisers. 
Last sum mer Cranston suggested 
several reforms of his own including: 
< 1 * giving local probate courts the final 
say 011 inheritance tax appointments, 
nominated by the controller, and 121 
establishing some minimum qualifica­ 
tions for the appraisers. 
And now comes his ban on contri­ 
butions by appraisers. 
Y ou’ve got to hand it to Cranston 
for trying to clean up a system that 
can be used and abused to full political 
ban

Donald Michael, a leading 
social psychologist, estimates 
that workers displaced by com­ 
puter automation “ will prob­ 
ably change their skills no less 
than three times in the course 
of their active lives.” This is 
an ominous warning. 
Joseph Beirne. president of 
the Communications Workers 
of America, puts labor's most 
e x t r e m e anxiety in these 
words:
